A complete gtory could be told of the 
works at Pittsburg: of how the big 
machines start rolling, rivetting, cut- 
ting, punching—the. proc ‘aré many 
and ‘mighty—almost the, moment the 
blue-prints arrive; of how even while 
the work is in progress some master 
minds are pity 4 big: and means to 
hasten it, to get the black metal tim- 
bers craned more swiftly out of the 
nary, and g on to New 
York hundreds of heavy flat-cars. 

One might think that the greater part 
of the structural erection was, 8 
in the steel-mills; that it ought to be a 
simple matter to join the parts to- 

ther and so erect the framework of 
the building. One might think so—but 
don’t mention this thought to the iron 
foreman—+to that taciturn, tense-featur- 
ed man, the lines in whose lean face 
grow deeperas each story is added, 

He is*working his men under tremen- 
dous ssure. An ordinarily slow. iron 
job with its rattling dynamic progress is 
enough of a burden, But to rush one, 
.to crowd ponderous steel into fleeting 
hours, is another matter, His employ- 
ers give him so much’ time, and Apap 
pounding him; and along with this pres- 
sure they give him eonstant but,con- 
trariwise orders, to wit: Don’t kill any 
men, ‘ 

It is difficult to accomplish with re: 
sults, But it ean be done and tdéday: it 
is done. 

The framework of one big store in 
New York, containing 22,000,000 pounds 
of steel; was erected in onlv four hun- 
dred hours, Not an ironworker was kill- 
ed or sériously injured. The Meétropoli- 
tan tower, rising fifty stories above the 
streets, was topped with the sa@ine for- 
tunate result; so was the lofty ‘‘Singer- 
horn.’’ Some buildings and- bridges in 
the past have proven veritable morgues 
~—they show the constant hazard of the 
ironworker’s life-——but buildings are not 
erected. that way today, even with 
greatly. advanced ‘speed. 

It is a wonderful giant’s game of 
jackstraws—-this rearing of the steel 
structure, First a platoon of monster 
derricks is set up in the pit. The masts 
are sometimes ninety feet in height, 
with beams nearly as long, and are 
shipped all the way a¢ross the contin 
ent from the big pine forests of Oregon. 
Three flat-cars, end to end, are required 
for the length of the poles, and, arrived 
at their destination im New York, they 
are trucked through the streets to the 
building site at midnight when other 
traffic is all save suspended. 

Now the steel is arriving, drawn from 
the river lighters in great’double-team 
ed, extension trucks, and is unloaded 
all around, the edge of the rectangular 
pit. Bach length is marked to go in a 
certain place, The drivers for the most 
part are ex-ironworkers and know how 
to handle steel as well as horses, The 
derricks are electrically run and move 
silently, swiftly, steadily. The spas 
modic jerking of the puffing steam up 
right engine is absent, The big booms 
swing, dip, raise their many ton loads 
with all the precision and delicacy of 
human hands. Just think of swinging a 
heavy girder into a flange-union with a 
play on either side of little more thau a 
quarter of an inch. 

With each derrick there’s a crew of 
seven men, comprising a ‘‘pusher’’ or 
squad boss, a derrick-man, aud five 
over-head ironworkers.

What does the future hold forth? 

Greater height? The architects say 
no; that a multitude of such structures 
will shut out light from the streets and 
make an-ugly sky-line.

The express sky-scraper-is just 
beginning. Every one, from architect 
down, is: working to further its speed.

months of imprisonment, She had been 
condemned to the gallows for the death 
of her child in the most pitiable circum- 
stances. In thousands of homes the 
story of her sorrow, of her despair, of 
her frenzy, had touched the heart and 
awakened people to sympathy with her 
and to indlgnition at what one of out 
most distinguighed judges once deserib. 
ed as an ‘‘antiquated and monstrous 
legal form’’ which had dictated the 
‘eruel sentence passed upon her.

RELIGIOUS SIDE OF THE SERVANT 
GIRL QUESTION 


f igi rights of the domestic servant 
are again to be discussed at the 

meeting of the International Con- 
vention at Bern and the Anti-White- 
Slave-Trade Society at Madrid in the 
coming August. Apropos of these con- 
ventions the question of domestic ser- 
vice is treated at some length by George 
Metlake in ‘‘America’’ (New York.) 
The responsibility of those who engage 
domestics is especially dwelt upon.. The 
selfishness and want of consideration 
shown by mistresses toward their female 
employees is pointed out in the most 
forcible manner, The spiritual and re- 
ligious claims of the house drudge are 
cleverly illustrated by St. Paul’s atti- 
tude toward Onesimns, ‘‘a wretched 
slave, who, after robbing his master 
Philemon, a noble citizen of Colossae, 
fied to Rome; where he met St, Paul,’’ 
who sent him back to his master ‘‘not 
now as a servant, but a most dear broth- 
er, especially to me,’’ Mr. Metlake 
says to the Christian mistress of the 
household: 

‘*The lady of the house must endeav- 
or, above all, to find a counterbalance 
for the humiliation of personal indepen- 
dence of her servant, furnish o¢casions 
for its exercise, arouse it when it is dor- 
mant; she will leave nothing undone to 
learn the art of arts—the art of com- 
manding, of commanding in such a way 
that obedience will not be degradation. 

‘*4Many housewives,’ writes Prof. 
F. W. Foerster, of Zurich, ‘complain, of 
the immorality of their servant girls 
and join societies for their moral uplift 
—but forget that they themselves, by 
their whole manner of dealing with 
them, undermine in them the strongest 
resisting force against temptation—the 
sense of their personal dignity.’ Let a 
woman who takes service from others, 
give them respect, tact, sacrifice in re 
turn, Let her beware of degrading the 
girl who does her menial work, Let 
her, on the contrary, enlighten her as to 
her dignity, The work she is put to do 
must not be useless, dead or deadening, 
like that of a treadmill; it must benefit 
both her and her mistress. The mistress, 
by her own example, must teach thegser- 
vant that work is a duty and a blessing, 
not a burden and a humiliation. A 
woman whose whole time is taken up 
with social function and novel-reading, 
arouses in her domestics the tone 
feeling that they are obliged to wor 
in order that she may throw her life 
away in doing nothing. Such a woman 
forgets that servants do not look at 
our dainty bi ‘with the dull eyes of 
beasts of burden, but with the keen 
glance of the cultured soul,’ ’’ 

Too seldom do mistresses take any 
pains to develop or encourage personal 
religion’ in their domestics. 

‘*How often does the mistress—un- 
wittingly in most cases—kill little by 
little the spiritual, the higher life in her 
servant girl, instead of fostering and in- 
tensifying it! She allows her only the 
shortest possible time in which to fulfil

THE PASSING OF ‘‘0O. HENRY’’ 


N the death,of William Sydney Por- 
ter, known to the reading public 
by his pen name, ‘‘O. Henry,’’ 

American literature has lost one of the 
ablest’ modern masters of the short 
story. He had the art of dramatic con- 
struction and vivid narrative, a fine 
and délicate humor, and a broad, kind- 
ly, tolerant knowledge of human nature, 
that won the friendship of all who read 
his work, 

Mr, Porter was born in 1867 at 
Greensboro, North Carolina. Several of 
his ancestors had been Governors of 
that State. Owing to delicate health 
he never went to college, He spent 
nearly three years on a cattle-ranch in 
Texas, and when his health was re-es- 
tablished got work as a reporter on the 
Houston Post at fifteen dollars a week, 
which after a month was raised to 
#25. From the beginning he displayed 
the true instinet of the teller of tales, 
Whatever he wrote became interesting 
—-not because the thing bad happened, 
but because of his way of describing 
how, and why it happened, About all 
his training consisted in the reading of 
the English classics, 

Presently young Porter bonght a 
weekly paper, called it the Rolling Stone 
and. wrote most of the matter that ap- 
peared in it, But he found publishing 
tame, and after a year sold out and 
weat to Central America to raise ba- 
nanas.

Presbyterian Chureh in Brooklyn, With 
in a year she was a concert star. nd

—not out of. marble, but of fervent 
verse that is far more enduring. When 
Ulysses, after bis long wanderings, re 
turned to his home disguised as a beg 
gar, his dog, then twenty years old, 
blind and feeble, was the first to 1eeog 
nize bim, 

There was a dog named Soter, so not 
ed among the Corinthians for his fidel- 
ity and watchfulness that he was voted 
a silver collar on which was the inserip- 
tion, ‘‘Corinth’s Defender and Deliv- 
erer,’’ 

Another dog famous in history is

his master from drowning, and later 
finding his body in the forest, watched 
beside it for days until reduced almost 
to a skeleton from hunger.
